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Remarks 

This Amendment and Response to Non-Final Office Action is being submitted in 
response to the non- final Office Action mailed June 2, 2006. Claims 1-1 4 5 16-20, 22-28, 
30, and 32-35 are pending in the Application. 

Claims 1-14, 16-20, 22-28, 30, and 32-35 are allowed. 

The Specification is objected to as the Brief Summary of the Invention and the 
descriptive matter are not confined only to the defined invention as claimed per 37 CFR 
1.71 and 1.73, andMPEP 1302.01. 

The specification is also objected to as the "Related Applications" section of the 
Specification must be labeled and updated. 

In response to these objections, the "Related Applications" section of the 
Specification has been labeled and updated, as suggested by Examiner, and the following 
remarks are offered with regard to the scope of the Brief Summary of the Invention and 
the descriptive matter. These amendments are fully supported in the Specification, 
Drawings, and Claims of the Application and no new matter has been added. 

As discussed briefly with Examiner on the telephone on August 1, 2006, 
Applicants respectfully submit that no requirement in the CFR or MPEP requires that the 
scope of the Brief Summary of the Invention and the descriptive matter be confined only 
to the defined invention as claimed. In fact, such a requirement would jeopardize the 
claims of priority related to an omnibus specification, as in the present case. 

Based upon the above amendments and remarks, reconsideration of the 
Application is respectfully requested.
